PAYPAL ACCOUNT: At the Board meeting in Dayton, it was voted to establish a PayPal account for members with a per- 
sonal PayPal account to use for dues, new and renewal, as well as QCWA member supplies. This should enable those host- 
ing a QCWA table and those attending hamfests to process these fees in a timely fashion. When all the necessary links and 
controls are in place, the membership at large will be notified. 


DUES CHANGE — LIFE MEMBERSHIP: Anyone considering Life Membership should think about it now. The Board of 
Directors has voted to increase the multiplying factor for Life from 15 times one year's dues to 20 times one year's dues. 
This will be an increase from $375 to $500 for US members. The Life dues for Canada and International will increase from 
US$150 to US$200. The Board of Directors will adjust other dues categories accordingly. These changes are effective 
January 1, 2011.

To Edmund B Redington Jr., W3NZ, who over the period March 
2009 to May 2010, was able to work 100 QCWA members and 
receive the QCWA "Worked 100 Members Award”. The majority of 
Ed's contacts were made during the QSO parties. Many members 
are active during the QSO parties but do not send in a log so the 
contacts that show in the party results are only a fraction of those 
available for the operating awards. While logs do not indicate the 
number of stations active in a QSO party they are what QCWA has 
to judge member interest by. Here is a yearly total list of logs sub- 
mitted (excluding W2MM) from year 1999 to year 2009. 129- 
137-136-116-173- 122- 162- 141- 171- 101- 141. 


How We Do it: 

One of the components of the QSO parties is being able to work 
our Headquarters Station W2MM (the former call of Charter 
Member #30, Earle Thomas). As working this station gives a scor- 
ing bonus, the Operating Activities Manager has to ensure that 
W2MNM is active on as many bands as possible during the party. To 
do this, we operate W2MM under the rules of a multi-operator, 
multi-transmitter contest station. Our General Manager and W2MM

licencee, Chuck Walbridge, authorizes the volunteer stations 
involved to use the call W2MM during the dates and times the QSO 
parties take place and supplies a copy of the license. We schedule 
to prevent two stations being on the same band and mode at the 
same time. So if you hear different voices, different key characteris- 
tics, different locations being mentioned under the same call, 
W2M\, it is because you are working different stations operating as 
a multi-multi station. We try to have the chapter hosting the yearly 
convention supply the stations for the operation of W2MM. When 
the convention is in Canada, or if there is no convention, we recruit 
experienced operators. During the April Party W2MM was operated 
on cw by Jim, W3CP, in Oregon and on phone by Stella, WB2FAU, in 
Florida. As multiple high scorers in previous QSO parties they could 
do and did a great job. During my term as operating manager the 
number of operators has varied from 2 to 7 operators per party for 
a total of 44 operators for 12 QSO parties 


Rule Changes: 

Many of the QSO party rules originated from the early days of 
QCWA when the emphasis was on chapters competing for a very 
handsome plaque. While we still encourage chapter competition, the 
parties have evolved to individual awards rather than chapter 
awards. The multi-multi operation of W2MM has made it almost 
impossible to apply the 50 mile rule. Also, the requirement that you 
can work another member of your chapter only once in a QSO party 
evolves around the same competition for a plaque. | have already 
had communications against both these rules.and would appreciate 
your thoughts on eliminating them.

Q. May | - as a FCC-licensed amateur radio operator - 
accept compensation for consulting services that | 
provide regarding the use of amateur radio for emer- 
gency communications? 


A. Certainly, unless you are selling your services via mes- 
sages transmitted on our amateur service radio spectrum. 
Give them the BE Informed No. 3 Section 97.113 SMELL 
TEST. Even then, Section 97.113(c) provides a very narrow 
possible exception: A control operator may accept com- 
pensation as an incident of a teaching position during 
periods of time when an amateur station is used by that 
teacher as a part of classroom instruction at an education- 
al institution. 

Section 1.3, moreover, provides that the FCC may 
waive its rules if good cause for waiver is shown. The 
Mobility Division of the Wireless Telecommunications 
Bureau has granted a series of waivers of Section 
97.113(c). These waivers permit transmission of commu- 
nications by amateur (operator) employees on behalf of 
their employer during specific public safety exercises, and 
immediately prior to the exercises for the purpose of oper- 
ational testing of equipment. 

A Notice of Proposed Rulemaking in WP Docket No. 
10-72 proposes that “A control station operator may par- 
ticipate on behalf of an employer in a government-spon- 
sored emergency preparedness or disaster readiness test or 
drill, limited to the duration and scope of such test or drill, 
and operational testing immediately prior to such test or 
drill.” For my comments on this proposal, read BE 
Informed No. 53. For my counter petition to reconstitute 
the Part 99 Disaster Radio Service, read BE Informed No. 
54. 


Q. The dictionary says that an “amateur” is a 
person who engages in a study, sport, or other 
activity for pleasure rather than for financial 
benefit or professional reasons. How then can 
those technicians, engineers, salespersons and 
others who make their living in radio be consid- 
ered amateurs? 


A. They can be both. People should be capable of pursu- 
ing their livelihoods in some aspect of communications 
while satisfying their curiosity about radio technique solely 


with a personal aim and without pecuniary interest. They 
can bring us valuable expertise and be great assets to our 
amateur service community. 


Q. Is it a violation to use my station call sign in my 
business card or my e-mail address? 


A. No, it isn’t. There is no rule prohibiting the showing of 
your station call sign on your business card or anywhere 
else. Section 97.3(a)(11) says that a call sign system is the 
method used to select a call sign for an amateur station. 
Other than for use in the station identification procedure 
required by Section 97.119, the FCC rules do not apply to 
other uses of the combination of letters and numeral that 
make up the call sign. 


Q. | am the trustee of the club station at a wildlife 
sanctuary. A newspaper wants to run an article 
about the sanctuary. Can we mention our club sta- 
tion without being commercial about it? 


A. Be as commercial as it can stand in the newspaper. Just 
don’t transmit any commercial messages on our amateur 
service radio spectrum. 


Q. Our club has twice filed a FCC Form 605 with FCC 
Gettysburg together with a Schedule D, a personal 
check and a letter of permission from the son of a 
deceased member representing the feelings and 
intent of the family, which includes his widow, his 
daughter, his sons and grandchildren. Both times we 
received a Notice of Dismissal. He was past-presi- 
dent and we would like to have his former call sign 
in-memoriam. What are we doing wrong? 


A. You have been mailing your application to the incorrect 
address. FCC Gettysburg is not equipped to accept a filing 
fee. Those filings must go to the address for the location 
where such fees can be processed. Currently, that is:

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Rules and Regs Digest 


Refer to the current Fee Filing Guide for the current proce- 
dure. It can be reached via a link from the W3BEInformed 
website. You can make payment by check, credit card, 
electronic transfer or wire transfer. Do not send cash. 
Checks must be mailed along with FCC Form 159. You 
might, however, find it simpler to file via the internet and 
pay by credit card. Do not include your letter of consent; 
place it into the club station record file. 


Q. Is it permissible for a Technician to use AM (DSB) 
on 28.3-28.5MHz? 


A. No. Double sideband on 10 meters is not authorized to 
a station having a Technician Class control operator. True, 
the table in Section 97.301(e) authorizes 28.0-28.5 MHz 
“For a station having a control operator who has been 
granted an operator license of Novice Class, Technician 
Class, or Technician Plus Class,” in all three ITU Regions 
and the table in Section 97.305(c) authorizes Phone and 
Image emission types on 28.3-28.5 MHz. There is, howev- 
er, a note for this latter line item referencing Section 
97.307(f)(10). It says, “A station having a control operator 
holding a Novice Class operator license or a Technician 
Class operator license and who has received credit for pro- 
ficiency in telegraphy in accordance with the international 
requirements may only transmit a CW emission using the 
international Morse code or phone emissions J3E and 
R3E." It advises consulting Section 2.201 for an explana- 
tion of these terms. 

A minimum of three symbols are used to describe there- 
in the basic characteristics of radio waves. The first symbol 
represents the type of modulation. “J” represents single- 
sideband, suppressed carrier and “R" represents single- 
sideband, reduced or variable level carrier. Your Technician 
Class control operator, therefore, is not authorized ampli- 
tude modulation (AM) type double side-band (symbol A), 
single side-band, full carrier (symbol H) or vestigial side- 
band (symbol C) privileges on 28.3-28.5 MHz. 


Q. | hear unidentified HF stations tuning up on-air for 
long periods of time. Is that allowed? 


A. No, it isn't. Section 97.111(b)(1) authorizes brief one- 
way transmissions necessary to make adjustments to the 
station. This hardly justifies tying up a channel annoyingly 
for a lengthy period. 


Q. Where can | find the special event call sign data- 
base? 


A. It can be reached via a link from the W3BElInformed 
website. For each special event call sign, it lists the sta- 
tion’s assigned call sign and the period of time the call sign 
has been, or will be, used. 


Q. | was the holder of a W4 call sign for over 20 
years. Due to a move to WO land, | had to change my 
call sign based on the rules then in effect. Now lam 
back in W4 land and would like to obtain my original 
call sign. Its most-recent holder let his license expire 
last year. | applied for it under the former holder 
provision, but was denied. Does this mean that | will 
have to wait out the entire two years from its expira- 
tion and apply for it under the first-come-first-served 
scramble without any allowance for being a former 
holder? 


A. Yes, you will. What is sometimes overlooked here is 
that Section 97.21(b) says that a person whose amateur 
station license grant has expired may apply to the FCC for 
renewal of the license grant for another term during a two 
year filing grace period. The person who allowed the 
license grant to lapse, therefore, has the two year grace 
period in which to renew. It won't be available for vanity 
assignment until it shows a canceled date on the ULS. 

So, the only way for your former call sign to become 
obtainable to you - as a former holder - prior to it becom- 
ing available under the first-come, first served “by list” 
provision would be for it to become unassigned. Should 
the most-recent holder pass away, for instance, a request 
to the FCC with proof of death would do it. Maybe a 
request for cancellation of the license from its most recent 
holder would suffice. 


Q. | know we are not permitted to use obscene 
speech on the air by the FCC. The FCC rules, howev- 
er, require us to identify our transmissions with our 
call signs. They are, therefore, obviously part of the 
speech we must make over the air. At least three 
hams have intentionally applied for obscene vanity 
call signs. What is the FCC's policy and practice 
regarding this? 


A. On its information page for call sign systems, the FCC 
discloses its policy and practice for this topic where it says 
in pertinent part: Objections to the assignment of request- 
ed call signs will not be entertained at the FCC. However, 
this does not hamper any party from asserting such rights 
as it may have under private law in some other forum. 

Section 97.119(b)(2), moreover, encourages the use of a 
of a phonetic alphabet as an aid for correct station identifi- 
cation by a phone emission, which may help avoid the use 
of letter combinations others may find objectionable. 


Q. The station call sign and station license are no 
longer assigned to any specific location, as they once 
were. If there are 10 hams at a club meeting, can each 
sign his or her call sign at the club station? 


A. Yes. Read BE Informed No. 4 WHICH CALL SIGN? 
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Q. In the awards column was an announcement of an 
award for working stations located in U.S. or State 
historic parks. It indicates “stations worked may be 
fixed-mobile or portable in the park.” Unlike most of 
the rules, Section 97.13 tells me nothing specific 
about what is allowed and what is prohibited, and 
what needs to be done to be able to operate, as it 
refers to Section 1.1305-1.1319. | have been unable 
to find the detail text of these “prescribed actions” to 
see what the requirements are, but the scuttlebutt | 
have heard indicates a lot of paperwork and time to 
get permission to operate on such land. | can under- 
stand that if | were to set up a permanent station, 
but what if | want to operate my HT or other 
portable as | visit the site as a tourist? 


A. Section 97.13 places restrictions on station location. 
Paragraph (a) says: Before placing an amateur station on 
land of environmental importance or that is significant in 
American history, architecture or culture, the licensee may 
be required to take certain actions prescribed by Sections 
1.1305-1.1319. 

Those sections are in Part 1 - PRACTICE AND PROCE- 
DURE Subpart | - Procedures Implementing the National 
Environmental Policy Act of 1969. Section 1.1305 says 
that for actions which normally will have a significant 
impact upon the environment, Environmental Impact 
Statements must be prepared. Any FCC action deemed to 
have a significant effect upon the quality of the human 
environment requires the preparation of a Draft 
Environmental Impact Statement and Final Environmental 
Impact Statement. The FCC has reviewed representative 
actions and has found no common pattern which would 
enable it to specify actions that will thus automatically 
require Environmental Impact Statements. Section 1.1307 
delineates those actions for which applicants must submit 
environmental information. 


Q. | am involved with a small radio club in a middle 
school. When there is a youngster operating while | 
am the control operator and a DX station answers 
him from a country which with we have no third 
party agreement, do | take the mike away from him 
and become the operator? 


A. While you are the control operator, you are the one and 
only “operator;” anyone else is a third party. Section 
97.115 says, in pertinent part: An amateur station may 
transmit messages for a third party to any station within 
the jurisdiction of any foreign government whose adminis- 
tration has made arrangements with the United States to 
allow amateur stations to be used for transmitting interna- 
tional communications on behalf of third parties. No sta- 
tion shall transmit messages for a third party to any station 
within the jurisdiction of any foreign government whose 
administration has not made such an arrangement.

Thanks to Troy, KC9E, who gave us a demo on Lenz's 
Law at our June meeting: "When an emf is generated by 
a change in magnetic flux according to Faraday's Law, 
the polarity of the induced emf is such that it produces a 
current whose magnetic field opposes the change which 
produces it." The proof of this was dropping a magnet 
down a piece of PVC pipe (non-conductive plastic) which 
allowed the magnet to flow through at full speed and fall 
out the bottom. However, when the magnet was dropped 
through a piece of conductive copper pipe, an emf is cre- 
ated by the copper disturbing the magnetic flux of the 
magnet as it passes through, and the counter current that 
opposes the motion of the magnet is created also. The 
result is that the magnet takes a rather long time to flow 
through the copper pipe and fall out the bottom! Pretty 
cool!

Nikola Tesla 
tried to prove that he was the creator of radio but it was- 
n't until 1943, (eight months after Tesla’s death) that 
Marconi's patents were deemed invalid by the US 
Supreme Court and Tesla’s prominence in this field was 
officially acknowledged. His radio work was reviewed in 
the presentation that was on Tesla’s birthday, July 10th.

We later learned that Maury Sproul, W5UGG, and his 
wife, Betty, W5UGR, missed as Maury's father had 
passed away. Then we discovered that Jerry Van Note, 
WB2UZT, and his wife, Hannah, WA2HUW, were in 
New Jersey attending the funeral of Jerry's brother. Dan 
McCabe, WAB8YYE, was in Ohio visiting his folks and 
some friends. 

The small number lent itself for a nice "round table" 
conversation so we went with that option instead of a reg- 
ular program. In his casual manner, Joe, KP7DMV, asked 
the question (with a smile), "What was your first receiver? 
Mine was a KnightKit Space Spanner." 

Carol had built a Heathkit GR-81 regenerative receiver 
before she became licensed, it was sometime around 
1970 when Jim was working at the NASA site north of 
Fairbanks, Alaska. No doubt this raised her eyebrows. 

The Space Spanner is virtually a forgotten radio these 
days. It was a little more complex than the famous Ocean 
Hopper of basically the same era. Both were regenerative 
radios. 

We let Joe do most of the talking. He was doing a 
great job of guiding us down a path that was stirring a lot 
of memories. 

Let me take a moment and state that Joe Szczubelek is 
a special member of our Chapter as his real QTH is in 
Algonquin, Illinois. A couple of extended business trips 
have brought him to the Texas Panhandle where he has fit 
into our amateur radio organizations very well and my 
guess is that folks back "home" are now accusing him of 
having a Texas accent. 

We learned at the QCWA meeting that Joe exhibited 
an interest in science at school and that is likely where he 
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learned about amateur radio. He was first licensed as 
KN9DMV in 1961. He was a freshman in high school 
and was about 15 years of age. Joe attended radio 
classes at Allied Radio in Chicago. 

Joe later told me that Allied Radio used to have two 
classes, one in the fall and one in the late spring with 
about 30 people attending. At the end of the class they 
would give the test. 

He also mentioned after the meeting that as a teenager 
he was lucky enough to work part time at Allied Radio fill 
ing orders for electronic components including vacuum 
tubes. He conveyed that he was pretty good with vacuum 
tube designators and understood which ones were in com- 
mon usage. 

At some point, Joe commented on the tube testers once 
found in drugstores during the sixties. Bring a sack of 
tubes, test them, and buy replacements. 

Another thing recalled was that many hams stated the 
number of tubes in a receiver (or a transmitter). 

While he was studying for his ham license, Joe bor- 
rowed an Instructograph (a machine that used paper tape 
for generating text) to practice code in random 5 charac- 
ter groups (no wonder his Morse is so good). 

KN9DMY's first ham rig was a Hallicrafters SX-99 
receiver and a crystal-controlled Hallicrafters HT-40 trans- 
mitter. In those days new hams were more interested in 
their available crystals than knowing about PL tones that 
would be needed to access a repeater. 

Joe's HT-40 transmitter was a small bandswitching 
AM/CW transmitter that provided room to "grow" as 
some put it. The young ham's favorite band was 40 
meters. His father helped him erect a 40 meter folded 
dipole which he also used on 15 meters. His key was a 
surplus J-38. 

For the record, Joe's first contact was one he acciden- 
tally made with a light bulb (dummy load of that day). 
There was apparently enough radiation from the transmis- 
sion line to establish a contact. 

As Joe told the story of his getting on the air, we all sat 
and listened. This was as good as listening to granddad 
tell about his hunting days. At times Joe would toss a ques- 
tion to us, like, "Do any of you recall the chirps from the 
DX stations?" | surely did. | remember in the sixties that 
many of us could identify a DX signal as being Japanese 
before we ever heard a callsign due to the chirp. Russians 
had an "accent" too, a little different, but the note was 
pronounced. 

One day our friend received a SWL card from 
England reporting one of his 15 meter CW QSOs that he 
had with a VE3. Up to that point he had not thought 
about how far his signal was traveling. That SWL card 
captured his attention and started his DX career (he now 
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has 300 countries confirmed). 


Joe's dad drove him to the Hallicrafters plant on Kostner 
Avenue in Chicago where he had his SX-99 aligned. He 
commented that it sounded about the same to him when 
he got home. Later he upgraded to a Drake 2B. Joe did 
some carrier-controlled AM. He noted that contacts were a 
lot easier to make using CW and that stayed his preferred 
mode. 

Joe Szczubelek owns his own computer consulting 
company and doing some software engineering work for 
an Amarillo firm is what has brought him to our town. 

Chapter 141 has some very enjoyable meetings. If you 
live in the Amarillo area or happen to be passing through, 
join us for one of our meetings, the 4th Thursday, at 
Braum's on Grand Street, just south of IH-40.

QCWA Expedition to ~—~.—S

WAT Expediton to Tangier Island, July, 2009 
Part Il by Vic Culver, W4VIC, and Quint Webb, K4CQW, 
edited by W4VIC 


The first installment of this story entailed planning of 
the expedition, proving out the equipment list, pack- 
ing the sailboat, and sailing up the Chesapeake Bay 
to Tangier Island. 


Unloading the Boat 


Once we returned to the Marina, Frank, the owner of the 
B&B along with his grandson, arrived to help us unload the 
boat. It was now around 10AM, the outside temp was 
approaching 90 deg, the humidity had long since passed 
90% and the mosquitoes, the national bird of Tangier, 
were out in full force. 


We borrowed a yard wagon from Milton, the Dock Master, 
and made 6 trips of about 200 yards each with it to Franks 
(8 passenger) Executive Golf Cart, parked at the island end 
of the pier. We were able to unload the entire boat before 
the other 6 of our team members arrived at Tangier via the 
pedestrian ferry. 


All of the equipment was transported to Franks Bayview 
Inn and deposited in the front yard. To facilitate set up 
when the rest of the crew arrived, we started to move 
boxes, antennas, and all of the other items to the two bun- 
galows where we would be setting up our operations. The 
rest of the team arrived from the mainland about 11:30 
a.m. Wasting no time, we all set to work setting up the 
four stations that would sustain us for the next three days. 


Setting up Four Stations 


Four stations had been planned, one VHF Packet station for 
coordination with our Pilot Station, W8RJL, and three oper- 
ating stations. These stations were set up in two air condi- 
tioned cabins at the Inn, the first a two-room cabin, where 
the SSB and the CW stations were set up, and the second, 
a one-room cabin, was where the RTTY and VHF stations 
were set up. These arrangements worked out very well, 
and both cabins had access to each of the three main HF 
antennas. 


Extensive preparations for the VHF station were made prior 
to departure. Parke Slater, K4PUF, and Robert Orndorff, 

WA4BNO, were instrumental in helping us arrange for our 2- 
meter packet connection. Ferrell McLain, WI4C, allowed us 


to use his location on the Virginia shore for antenna place- 
ment to make a relay point for contacts via packet and 
voice with the Tangier location. Parke, Robert, and Ferrell 
are associated with the Dominion DX Group, a large team 
from which visits Tangier Island on alternate years to partic- 
ipate in the RSGB IOTA Contest. 


When the whole team was assembled at the Bayview Inn, 
at approximately noon on Thursday, July 23rd, the team 
bent to their assigned tasks enthusiastically. Chores were 
shared among the team members as necessary, with the 
primary initial task being installing the antennas. 


A TH-3 Jr. yagi for 10-15- 20 meters belonging to Ron, 
W8RIL, was laid out and assembled. Thanks to excellent 
work by Ron in conditioning all the yagi components, and 
color-coding the elements for assembly, the task was 
accomplished quickly and without difficulty. The yagi was 
raised up to about 30 feet on mast sections which were 
lashed to the supports for the two-story gazebo in the cen- 
ter of the rear courtyard at the Inn. This antenna provided 
excellent service throughout the entire expedition. Rotation 
was accomplished via the ‘Armstrong Method’ — when it 
became necessary to turn the antenna a volunteer ran out 
to the mast and turned it by hand to the desired direction. 
Even with winds characteristic of an island location, the 
antenna held the point rather well. 


The Inn was sold out for the weekend, but not a single 
complaint was aired by any of the guests who were, of 
necessity, closely sharing the facilities with us. We shared 
the observation deck with them during ‘rest periods’ and 
the guests were intrigued by what we were doing. 


In addition to the TH-3 Jr., a 32-foot military vertical anten- 
na was set up over a drainage ditch which contained salt

water. When Barry, K5VIP, attempted to drive a ground rod 
into that ditch, the rod was literally sucked down into the 
soft soil and standing water. There is no doubt that the 
military style 500-watt antenna tuner had a good ground. 
At night, when the tide was full, the base of the tuner was 
immersed in the tidal volume which overfilled the ditch! 
Additional support for the tuner had to be provided, even 
though the tuner itself was hermetically sealed. 


An Off Center Fed Dipole was erected on the far side of 
the drainage ditch, paralleling the island airport runway. 
There was a soccer playing field between the antenna 
poles, which were about 20 feet high, and the edge of the 
runway, so no encroachment, or safety issues, ensued. The 
OFC dipole ran approximately East to West, and provided 
excellent service throughout the weekend. A storm blew 
across the island on Saturday night during the IOTA 
Contest and took down the OFC Dipole, which was in use 
at the time. The intrepid team members sallied forth into 
the stormy night to re-install the antenna, which then con- 
tinued to provide good service. 


The Operating Stations 


Butch Burke, KE4AZL, the VHF station captain, provided a 
very neat transportable modular unit which included an FT- 
2500 Transceiver, KPC-3 TNC, RigBlaster Plus, and a 30 
amp power supply, and a computer to control all these 
functions. This equipment was connected to a 3 element 
Yagi about 20 feet above ground, pointing West to the 
relay station located on the inland side of the bay. The sta- 
tion worked flawlessly throughout the expedition. 


Barry, K5SVIP, and Steve, W4XQ, served as Co-captains of 
the SSB station. Co-captains were necessary as Barry had a 
long scheduled cross-country road trip planned and had to 
leave the island on Saturday morning, July 25. The SSB sta- 
tion itself consisted of a Kenwood TS-480HX. A Yaesu FL- 
2100 amplifier was used to beef up the SSB signal to about 
500 watts. Antenna selection depended on band being

operated, with 20M operations pretty much relegated to 
the TH-3 Jr. yag). 


The CW station, Captained by Quint, K4CQW; and Talley, 
WATVG, consisted of a second Kenwood TS-480 transceiv- 
er running barefoot through a Pro 200 auto tuner and/or 
the Harris tuner if the vertical antenna was used. The 
antenna tuner from the RTTY station was shared to the SSB 
and CW stations, following whichever station was running 
the FL-2100 amp. 


The RTTY station, consisted of an Icom IC-706 MkIIG, an 
outboard RTTY unit, an MFJ 996 high power automatic 
antenna tuner, and a computer. Vic, W4VIC, and Butch, 
KE4AZL, were the primary operators of this station in the 
afternoon and early evening hours of Thursday. Everything 
seemed to be working well, but our Pilot Station reported 
on Thursday evening that there were literally tons of EU 
stations calling us, but we were not hearing them at all. As 
our primary RTTY expert operator had to cancel out on the 
trip, virtually at the last minute, there was not an opportu-

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nity for the other team members to master the setup and 
operation of the RTTY interface. It was concluded that 
there was a problem in the setup and adjustment of the 
interface, and rather than continue inefficient operations, 
components of the RTTY station, including antenna, were 
incorporated into the CW and SSB stations, both of which 
were achieving excellent results. Fewer than 100 QSOs 
were logged on RTTY. 


Operating Achievements 


The first radio was up and on the air by 2:30PM on 
Thursday, July 23rd. Operations continued more or less 
continuously throughout the operating period unti] 1200 
UTC on Sunday morning. In addition to our objectives of 
conducting a ‘Mini DXpedition,’ we intended to operate 
WAT during the |OTA Contest, which took place between 
1200 UTC Saturday, July 25th until 1200 UTC on Sunday, 
July 26th. 


The DXpedition objectives were met with a grand total of 
just under 1400 QSOs on CW, SSB, and RTTY from Tangier 
Island — about half during the DXpedition portion of the 
trip, the other half during the IOTA Contest. Our prelimi- 
nary claimed score broke down as follows:

ack near the beginning of 
Bin around 1946, the 
Electronic Tube Division of 
General Electric faced the challenge 
of spreading the word about its 
new tubes & techniques to engi- 
neers and technicians. Since, 
at that time, it could be 
safely assumed that all 
real electrical engi- 
neers and service 
technicians were 
also amateur radio 
operators, the 
technical staff of the 
Tube Division came up 
with the idea of a publication aimed at 
hams as the vehicle to convey their new developments. The 
result was G-E Ham News which first appeared in 1946 and 
continued right through until 1963 when, | suspect, the 
growing popularity of that new-fangled device, the transis- 
tor, took its toll on vacuum tube innovation. 

G-E Ham News appeared bi-monthly and was usually 8- 
pages in length, although an occasional 12-page issue 
sprouted when a particularly ambitious project required the 
extra space. Since | have an interest in radio history, over the 
years | had gradually acquired a handful issues and, before | 
knew it, | had nearly the complete set. Thinking that other 
history-minded hams might appreciate having access to 
these little snapshots of ham history, early this year | 
embarked on a project to scan every single issue for posting 
on the Internet. It took several months and as | completed 
the project | realized that | had not only done a lot of scan- 
ning, | had also taken a walk through our history. Scanning 
forced me to look at literally every single page General 
Electric published in the 17-year run. 

The first editor of Ham News was a fellow whose real 
name was George Henry Floyd, Jr., WA4DGA (ex-W2RYT). 
Floyd was an engineer and executive at General Electric. He 
was born in 1917 and just recently passed away in 2008 at 
the age of 91. The name George Floyd may not mean much 
to most hams nowadays, but to old-timers he was much 
better knows as "Hashafisti Scratchi," columnist of CQ mag- 
azine. Hashafisti Scratchi's satirical columns were, what we 
would characterized today, very politically incorrect. Floyd's 
identity as Hashafisti was not revealed until his death! 

In any event, Floyd must have had a penchant for alter 


egos, because the “editor” of G-E Ham News was 
"Lighthouse Larry," lighthouse being a synonym for a 
glowing vacuum tube. Editorial responsibilities changed 
hands over the years, but the Lighthouse Larry cartoon fig- 
ure remained at his post. 

The various issues of G-E Ham News are fascinating not 
only to observe the evolution of the technical content, but 
also as a peek at post-war ham radio culture. For instance, 
early issues carried details of operating awards still familiar 
to us, like Worked All States (WAS), and DX Century Club 
(DXCC), along with ones that have disappeared, like 
Worked the British Empire (WBE), and British Empire Radio 
Transmission Award(BERTA). Even the issues which served 
as country checklists proved interesting. For instance, you 
can find places such as Little America (KC4), Goa (CR8, 
Portuguese India), Belgian Congo (OQ), French Cameroons 
(FE8), and British Somaliland (VQ6), from the fading days of 
European colonialism. 

The technical insights are, of course, intriguing too. The 
projects rotated amongst amplifiers, transmitters, ampli- 
fiers, receivers, amplifiers, oscillators, more amplifiers, and 
station accessories, followed by even more amplifiers. | 
guess the amplifier theme shouldn't be a surprise consider- 
ing that Ham News was, after all, published by the Tube 
Division! One gets the impression that a low power rig was 
only 200 watts and real hams ran half a kilowatt or noth- 
ing at all. In truth, it was interesting to look over these 
amplifier circuits. The component count for the 1948 
"Economy Half-Kilowatt" consisted of only 30 parts. That 
lean & mean rig would give you 500 watts on two bands" 
with only two tubes! Who could resist? 

I'm exaggerating a bit on the amplifier obsession since 
the real agenda of Ham News was introducing new tech- 
nology, not just promoting high-power tubes. Thus, Ham 
News was the place to turn for cutting-edge practical 
design information on that new phone mode, Single Side- 
Band (SSB), as well as UHF operation on 432 megacycles 
(now called MHz), Variable Frequency Oscillators (VFOs, as 
they began to replace crystals), emergency communications 
for Civil Defense (compact portable rigs, often for 6-meter 
operation). Television Interference (TVI) suppression (as TV 
ownership exploded in the 1950s), and even the increasing- 
ly popular mobile operation. 

In 1952, General Electric announced the annual Edison 
Award to recognize the "many vital and humane public 
services performed by radio amateurs" and Ham News car- 

ried the results. The first winner was Don Mullican, W5PHP,

Headnote — Many hobbies like amateur radio do not have a well 
documented “history.” This “history” was compiled from many 
sources (see endnote); some of them are contradictory. This his- 
tory is incomplete and should be regarded as a work in progress. 
There is an absence of YL, minorities, disabled hams and hams 
from the U.S. territories in this history for they are historically 
under-represented in ham radio. 


W: started our Series on the history of the Novice era in the 
spring 2008 issue of QCWA Journal with a look at the struc- 
ture of the Novice license when it was introduced in 1951. In 
part two, in the summer of 2008, we looked at the first year of 
the Novice license, 1951. Then we looked at the early-, mid- and 
late-1950s. In articles 6 through 8 we looked at the first Novice 
DXCC. In the last two issues, articles 9 and 10, we examined early 
Novice callsigns. While we had promised to get to 1960 in this 
article, this will have to wait. 


The Series is mainly based on the stories and photos contributed 
from all over the U.S. on the new website of Novice Historical 
Society ("The Society”), www.Novicehistory.org and QST achieves. 
We will start a special topic in this issue - the influence of school 
based ham radio programs in the Novice Era will be inserted 
before we get to the second decade of the Novice Era. One rea- 
son for the success of ham radio from post-World War Two to the 
late seventies, was that ham radio was in the schools, typically in 
electric shop and as an after-school club. In the late seventies, the 
school reform movement diminished the number of, if not elimi- 
nated, shop classes from schools across America. 


We expect a certain amount of envy and questions will be asked — 
why did we choose Jack Brown, W6EQH (SK) and Hamilton High 
School, Los Angeles, California, U.S.A., to be the subject of an 
entire article in a national amateur radio magazine? We also 
expect that more hams will write us lobbying for their schoo! and 
teacher to be honored as Jack is honored in this article. Jack’s is a 
case in which there is an abundance of documentation. There is 
so much information about Jack that this article is only an intro- 
duction to his work. We shall have to post an in-depth 

article on our website on our new website, 
www.Novicehistory.org click on “Special Topics”. Jack’s alumni 
group had an email list with about 110 hams and other electric 
shop/sound crew alumni. We updated that list in 2007 to find 
about 70 valid email addresses and again in 2010 to find 52 email 
addresses and found five alumni previously not previously on the 
list. We also taught and VE’d one of Jack's alumni back to a 
General since had let his license expire. Each time we had a ques- 
tion we would email the group and to get a few replies within 
minutes, and at least 10-15 replies within a day. There is even a 
video about Jack's career made by his student Ron Marks. While 
we welcome the individual readers of QCWA Journal to email us 
with their personal stories about their Novice days, and share sto- 
ries about their elmers and school based ham clubs it is unreason- 
able for them to expect that based on one account, that we will 
have sufficient documentation to write an entire article on their 
teacher and school in a national ham radio magazine. 


1942 was the fist year that a young man named Jack Brown 
("JB") got started teaching high school electric shop; a career that 
would last 33 years in which he taught over 2,000 students 
(http:/Awww.cadigital.com/buchwald.htm). His first school was 
Leuzinger High School in Lawndale, CA, a suburb of Los Angeles 
(LA). At each school Jack brought ham radio with him as a means 
to draw the students into electronics. JB was not a ham at first. 
Of course during WWII ham radio was shut down. After the war 
ended and ham radio was started back up, Jack not only encour- 
aged Hugh Wells to take his Class B exam, he drove Hugh to the 
old downtown LA FCC field office at the old Spring Street Federal 
building in 1946. Hugh passed and earned W6WTU but Jack did 
not pass. Hugh was Jack’s first licensed radio amateur. 


JB went on to teach at Roosevelt High School in 1946 in the Boyle 
Heights neighborhood east of downtown LA where he taught: 
Ron Greenberg, W6AEK; Larry Wolfe, W6BNN; Keith Fowler, 
We6BCQ; and others. JB also taught Ed Peltzman in electric shop 
who later became a ham, KA6SWA. 

Jack transferred to Hamilton High School (“Hami”) in the South 
Robertson neighborhood of LA in 1953 where he remained for 
the rest of his career until he retired in 1975. Jack did not have to 
start a ham radio program from scratch at Hami for some kids 
came to him already licensed. While space limitations prevents us 
from mentioning most of Jack’s Hami students in the QCWA 
Journal, please see the upcoming web update of this article on 
our website, www.Novicehistory.org. click on “Special Topics” 


Richard Somers, W6NSV, was one of JB’s students who earned his 
General before Hami. In 1953, JB and Richard co-founded Hami’s

ham club, K6CXI. One of Richard's priorities as Club President was 
to take up a collection to buy Jack a rig and get him on the air so 
his adoring students could talk to him on the radio. Richard, Roy 
Gothberg, W7HIJL, and the other students contributed monies 
from their minimum wage after-school jobs to buy an Elmac AF 
67, 75M transmitter and matching PMR 7 receiver rig which they 
installed in Jack Brown's brown Ford sedan with W6EQH ham 
plates. They also got Jack a PE103 dynomotor which Roy recalls 
cost about $20. Roy, who was then, KN6ETL in 1953, recalls after 
they installed the rig he hurried home to work Jack on his Heath 
AT-1 (see photo page 51). 


Howard Weisberg, W6QXH, not only had his General by the time 
he reached Jack’s class, he had published an article in April 1956 
CQ, entitled the “Mighty 4 Watter” — a $10 40M-80M Novice 
CW transmitter written when he was 15 years old (pp. 28). 


Mike Robbins, ex-K6QAH, recalls that in the mid-50s JB’s students 
gave him a Shure hand mic which they had chrome plated and 
then they affixed a brass plate which read - “To Jack Brown from 
the Hamilton Electronics Zealots.” 


JB would often give his neighbor Mark Gersten, KF6YAN, a ride to 
school. On the one-mile drive to school, JB would often make a 
10M contact. In that era, FCC required one be active on the air in 
order to renew one’s license. When Mark passed his Novice, 
WV6MLUY, in 10th grade in 1960, he earned 50 points which 
meant getting an “A” in JBs class, and it also earned him two 
merit badges. JB was also Mark’s Cub and Boy Scout Master. 


Jack did not get amateur radio into the curriculum but instead 
had an after-school ham radio club. He did, however, spend the 
first 10 mins. of electric shop class sending code practice. The rest 
of the class was spent on learning theory and doing electronic 
construction projects. He actually encouraged his students to get 
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the Technician rather than the Novice because they would have to 
learn more theory. 


Many of Jack’s kids did start off as Novices. Jack’s youngest 
Novice was apparently his six-year-old daughter, Leslie, who was 
licensed at age 6 in 1956 (QST, Aug., pp. 66). Bob Fairfield, 
WV6EOB, as a Novice in 1959, who upgraded to WA6EOB, recalls 
JB had the electric shop open during Lunch Period and after 
school from 3to 5pm, even if JB had to go to the Main Office to 
take care of administrative matters. Electric shop was a clubhouse 
for kids with similar interests. Students could go operate the club 
station, practice CW, study theory, work on projects in the shop, 
or just hang out. 


The ham club at Hami had T-hunts each Saturday night and drew 
15-20 people at (the original LA) Farmer’s Market or Santa Monica 
College (K6CXI Calling, Apr. 17, 1959). In 1960, Paul Liles, ex- 
WA6CJC, was too young to drive so he got two older girls to 
drive him and Ed Heyman, ex-WV6EOA, now WAGEOA. 
(http://lilesnet.com/memories/readchapter. php ?chapter=Ham %20 
Radio). Paul had made a window mount clamp for the 2M beam 
he put on their car (see photo page 51). Ed monitored 145.80 
and told Paul which way to point the antenna. By 11pm, if no 
one found the hidden transmitter earlier, they would stop and 
meet at Bob's drive-in for a snack. As Paul tells it, when they got 
to Bob’s, the girls met up with boys their own age. Ed and Paul 
also rigged up a 2M AM bicycle mobile set up in which Ed had 
the Gonset Communicator and antenna on his bike which was 
connected to Paul’s bike which had the battery 
(http:/Ailesnet.com/memories/readchapter.php ?chapter=Ham%20 
Radio). 


Erwin Berdl, KN6RCX, in 1958, and then K6RCX recalls field days

The ballot for 
club officers in Fall 1959 listed 11 different candidates for 5 
offices; an impressive number for a high school club (K6CX! 
Calling, June 12, 1959). 


Richard Cohen, K6DBR, who was KN6DBR in 1957, recalls Jack 
telling him, "Can't isn't in your vocabulary." Richard recalls: 

We needed a tower to put the antenna on. The wheels started 
turning. | was in the group that helped get the tower. We discov- 
ered that the Power company was willing to donate a power 
pole, but would not put it up. We discovered that the Telephone 
company would put it up but would not provide the pole. Each 
figured that by only volunteering for half of the effort, they prob- 
ably wouldn't have to do any of it. They didn't count on the clev- 
erness of some High School electronics students. Jack taught us to 
never give up. He wouldn't take “/ can't” as an answer (for more 
of Richard’s story see www. Novicehistory.org). 


Erwin, K6RCX had been playing around with radios for years 
before coming to Jack. One Friday Jack told him to take the 
Instructograph home and learn Morse code by Monday morning. 
Erwin came back from his weekend with the Instructograph and 
passed his Novice and was issued KN6RCX in 1956. 


After he retired they continued their friendships with one another 
and with him even though most let their licenses expire or if they 
did not, they are not active hams. Jack retired from teaching in 
1975. After he retired, Los Angeles Unified School District disman- 
tled the shop program and threw everything into a dumpster. 
Jack was able to salvage some of what he had spent 28 years 
building. In 1987, Jack's students took up a collection and

bought Jack a new HF transceiver. His students continued having 
reunions in 2000 and 2003 with him until he SK’d in 2005. 


In the next article we shall look at Novice history in 1960. After 
that we will look at the rest of the 1960s, including the Novice 
exam of 1964, the 1970s, and the 1980s to 2000 when the FCC 
stopped issuing Novice licenses. We will revisit the matter of 
school based ham programs in the Novice Era at various points in 
our Series. We are planning to put up a web update of this, as 
well as our earlier articles in this Series, on our website, 
www.Novicehistory.org. If you have stories and photos on a topic 
the Series has covered, the web updates are an opportunity to get 
them published. Of course if you get us stories and photo of top- 
ics we have not covered, they may very well be incorporated into 
this Series.

Cliff's teacher, Ted Ryan, WB6JXY 
(SK), was a ham radio teacher for 35 years and grew a large and 
rich ham radio culture at school by teaching 6 Novice classes a 
year, plus another 6 Novice classes for the San Fernando Valley 
Amateur Radio Club, W6SD. Ted’s memorial site also contains 
Novice history, www.TedRyan.bappy.com. Cliff started the Novice 
Historical Society so hams could share their Novice stories and pic- 
tures, www.Novicehistory.org. Cliff put up a webpage to honor 
Lenore Jensen, W6NAZ (SK) who was one of ham radio’s most 
historically significant YLs, www.KIGCM.bappy.com. He is current- 
ly researching pioneering African-American ham Tap Tapscott, 
WE6TDM (SK) http://sites. google.com/site/tapw6tdm/.

\l surplus rig] on 75 meters" 
continuously for five days. Other 
winners were recognized for 
traffic handling, including mes- 
sages for arctic & Antarctic per- 
sonnel (remember Operation 
Deepfreeze?). The photographs 
accompanying the award 
announcements are classic. 

The final aspect of this scanning project proved to 
be poignant. Occasionally my copies of the various 
issues had margin doodles and even a coffee cup 
stain where the volume was used as a coaster. It's 
fun to imagine the original owner perusing the latest 
news from GE and perhaps daydreaming of a con- 
struction project (an amplifier, of course), and setting 
his (it would almost certainly have been a male) cof- 
fee cup down for a moment to pick up his mic. 
These incidentals erased the intervening years. It was 
as if that long forgotten ham had just handed me 
the latest news, saying, "Look what Lighthouse Larry 
has this month!"
